I had to write again to ask for the files. I asked also if whoever sent them would tell 
jae the statute of limitations under California law. I got in return the files without 
any covering letter, even a note. Similar experiences in NIC with "principled" lawyer 
friends, who did nothing except run ay ass off. I Iiave just effected a settlement with 
J 'ut ton, which took OSD over, on Frame-' Hp. Tiiis settlement is 100!^ of what I had claimed, 
85,500. I could hive made legitimate claim for much more and any decent lawyer would and 
would have collected. But if I could do this with a few letters and phono calls, need I 

estimate what a lawyer could have? And if this is all, the effort it required of me, it 
would have been less work for a lawyer and a profitable case. So be alerto est, 
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
